I know there are, in the World, many Stories, and Romances, 
concetning Inchanted Iſlands, Caſtles and Towers, &c, And that 
.our.King's Dominions may inhothing be inferiour to any other 
.Nation, we have had an Inchanted Iſland, upon the North of Ire- 
1424, long talkt of, And, indeed, when I went firſt into the Kingdom 
, of Ireland to live, and heard thoſe many Stories, which wete com- 
mon in every Mans mouth,concerning the Iſland of 0- Brazile, (as 
they call'd it) which multitudes reported often to be ſeen upon 
the Coaſt of U/ſter in that Kingdom ; yet I lookt upon it as a per-

MStning about the time of.Sun-rifing,of a ſadgep,there fell'2 moſh 


tetrible thick Miſt or Fog,upon the Sea round about them., which 
continued the ſpaceof about three hours,and thenclearedup again, 
vety bright, Bur when the Miſt was. vaniſht,they found themſelves 
upon a certain Coaſt, cloſs by the Shores and of a fudden.alſo,. a 
very high Wind,driving them ill nearer to the Land.. When the 
Maſter, and the reſt with. him ( who were but eighe perſons in all, 
viz, Fames mac Donnel the Maſter, Alexander Fohnſon Skipper, 
Fames Roſs Carpenter, and five Mariners) ſaw themlelves ſo near 
an unknown Shore,and couid not.imagine what place it ſhould-be g 
for thongh they knew moſt ot-the Shores of 1reland and Scotland, 
yer they could not poſſibly give any gueſs where they then were, 


Finding themſelves theretore ſo near Land, and ſome little Rocks 


not far of them,the Maſter gave orders to ſound what Water they 


had ;. and finding.it not three Fathoms,. they thought..it was the 
beſt courſe to ſtrike Sail, and drop an Anchor, (which accordingly - 


they did') until they might inform themſelves where rhey were: 


| And -having caſt Anchor, they reſolved to ſet four of their eight - 
' Men aſhore, to (ee if they conld.learn where they werez and how to -

erſons that were to go, were 'the-Carpenter Fames-Roſs, and three 


Mariners,who took with them Swords and Piſtols, Preſently af-

Cattel, Hoſes and Sheep feeding) they ſaw a very Riong-lik 
Caſtle appearing;unto which they repaired, and called, thinking tg 
find ſotn= thar'might dire them where they were,ahd'what to do: 
bur after they had long knockt, and ſaw, nor heard any creature, 
(not ſo much as a Dog ) anſwer, they concluded it was ſome waſte 


plice, and cheretorelefrir, "And going farther up moſt pleaſine 
green FM A: hey faw multitudes of black Rabbe rs;about amile trom 
the Caſtle*but wheiichey came to the heighr'thereot, look which 


way they pleaſed, they'could ſee-neither Man, Woman, Child, nor 


Houſe, At:laſt, haying ranged 2-0r 3 hours about the Countrey, 
and liohting of none te enquireof iy returned again totheitBoai 
itid rold their fellows aboard; "what: SceelSchey Til Hd 5 Where. 
upon thei! fellows talling for the Boz, refolved to'comeſhore al- 
fo, all-bur ohe Mariner ;' which'they did, and dividing them(felyes 
into two patts, one part'took to the right. hand ſhore; the other to 
the left, borh parties wandering up and down,until toward 4 of the 
clock inthe afterndof;; but'neither of them ſaw any people to en» 
quire of z - but much-Cattel, Dear, Rabbets,&, Bur afar oft in the 
Countrey, they ſaw great Woods, into which they durſt not ven- 
ture : fo that both'parties returned again to their Boat; A laſt the 
weather being very cold, and drawing towards night, finding abun- 
dance of old dry Wood;in the fideof the above-named litcleWood . 
near unto the thore, they reſolvedto make 2great Fire, againſt 3 
great old Oak, that was fallen down with age; . and in order there 
unto, ſomebrought Wood, and ſome others ſtruck fire: ar laſt, 
having madea rowzing Fire, and fitting warming themſelves, dif. 
courſing, and taking Tobacco of a ſudden they heard am6R ter- 
rible, hideous noiſe, towards that place, eſpecially where they ſaw 
the 0!dCaſtle,and almoſt overall the Iſl:nd,which did fo tetrifyand 
amaze them, that they preſently letr their Fire, took their Boar 
and went all aboard as taſt as they could; where they continued in a 


oreat tearall night : yet neither could,nor durſt ſtir our to'Sea; bes 


cauſe when they-ſoundedagain, they had not two fathoms of Was: 
ter, and the wind dire&ly againſt them, I Ts | 
The next morning, as ſoonas the Sun was riſen, they ſaw a vety 


ancient grave Gentleman,and'ten Men tollowing him bare-headed

( as.if his ſervants ) coming rowards the ſhore wheze-the Ship lay, and 
being come cloſs to the Waterſide,” thevld Gentlemantalling to the 
Maſter, ( in the 01d Scotgganaatadhavko with che teſt;ſtood upgh the 
Deck, askt him, from wlll RES hither they were boting : 
and with what they were laggwh oy eranfwered, They came fiom 
France, were laden with French W ines, with-which they. were bound 
to Killy- beggs,in the County of Dunegallin Ireland,it it pleaſedGod to 
givethem leave; then the old Gentlemad askr them, how they. came 
thirher ? and whether they knew where they were 7” or how to get 
forth? The Maſter told him, that before the great Fogg fell upon then 
yeſterday,they thought they were near the coaſt of 7re/and:but where 
they now were, or how to get off, he knew not in the leaſt, . Then the 
eraye Geprlefnan told rhem,if they would pleaſe. to come aſhore\g4in, 
they ſhould be courteouſly entertained, told where they were, well re- 
warded; and gnided to their own coaſt, Then the Maſter askt whether 
they ſhould have no wrong or harm done to themſelves, nor Veſlel, if 
they:came aſhore ? the old Man promiſed they ſhould not * wheres 
upon, the Maſter and the reſt, ſeeing no Arms with them, reſolved, fix 


of 'them ſhould come aſhore; well armed, : 
Afoonas'they were landed, the ald Gentleman embraced them one 
by one; telling them, they were the moſt happy ſight that Iſland had 
ſeen ſome hundred of years; that the {land was called 0- Zrazile: rhac 
his Anceſtors wete ſometimes Princes of jt , relling them alfo, thar he 
and ſeveral other perſons of quality, by the malicious;oiabolical Art of 
a great Negromancer, had been'tyrannicoſly ſhit up in the Caſtle they 
knock at yeſterday, in which, ſeveral of their Progenitors, had ended 
their miſerable days; and the whole Iſland, a Recepracle of Furies, 
made( to Mortals ) unſerviceable, and invifi»le, untill now; that the 
curſed time was expired; which { faith he ) continued until the laſt day 
of the laſt moneth, bur 3 or 4 days ſince, Being asked ,why none anſwe- 
red, in the Caſtle yeſterday,when the Mariners knockt (6 long he an- 
{ſwered, that though the wicked time was expired , and that now the 
Iſland was viſible,andany might come upon it, yet he and the reſt had 
neither power to anſwer any thatſpoke ro them, nor tree themſelves 
from impriſonment, unt1l Fire was kindled upon the Ifland by ſome 
good Chriſtians, Being askr, whether it was now abſolutely free 
and would never be inchanted again? he told them, it was now abfo-

ed the Glory and Riches of the ſaid Iſland, which they ſay. is. above go 
miles in length, and above 3o in breadth ; abounding with Harſes, 
Cows, Sheep, Staggs, Rabbets, but no Swine, and-all torts of Faw!ls , 
and rich Mines ot Silver and Gold, -bur few People, .and littie;on.g0 
Cotp: there have been Citics.and great Towns, bur all conſumed, 
The Men being richly rewarded,were conducted.to theirY effe}; and 
ſhewed the way out of the Harbor, and direQed the way to thgit.own 
Coaſt ; and came the next day at night to Killy-heggs, where they, ace 
quainted the Miniſter of the Town, and many atker perſons,9t gyality 
in the Countrey, who gavemno extraordinary credit .to- NEL fo c

riners to guide her, to prove whether 1t,were t1ue.or noz .yha,broyghe 
them to the ſaid Ifland, where they.weienobly entertained,and.returg- 
ed in ſatety, with ſeveral Gitts,which;were beſtowed upon-themz;:as al- 
ſo ſome tu-ther, Relation of, the nature. of the C ountrey. Siqce.then, 


ſeveral Godly, Miniſters and others, - are gone to viſig,. and dulgquyſe
